He was taken to a hospital in Liberty 
for treatment.

Jesse Ruebling and Charles Cooney, 
Wellston saloon keepers, were arrested 
Tuesday on the streets of Wellston by 
Deputy Sheriff Morgan, the former 
charged with having fired the shot 
which wounded Roy C. Woods, presi- 
dent of the Wellston Business Men's 
Association, and leader of the reform 
movement there. Cooney is charged 
with being an accessory. Both men de- 
ny the charges against them. 

After the arrests both men were taken 
to Clayton, and in the absence of Jus- 
tice Werremeyer, who issued the war- 
rants, were permitted to sit on the 
Courthouse lawn in the company of 
Deputy Sheriff Morgan to await the 
return of the Justice. 

When Werremeyer arrived, he accept- 
ed bond for the men in the sum of $5000 
each, and set their preliminary hearing 
for Aug. 11. Alexander Ruebling signed 
the bonds. 

Alex C. Stuebe, charged in a third 
warrant with assault with intent to kill, 
is in the St. Louis City Hospital. He 
was shot in the shoulder by Woods after 
the latter was wounded. 

Woods, who has been active in sup- 
port of law enforcement and closed sa- 
loons on Sunday, was shot in the back 
while attempting to get away from a 
hostile group of men in the Empire 
Garden, 6174 Easton avenue. The physi- 
cians attending him say he is now out 
of danger. :

Woods did not return home in the hour 
following, so did not get his message. 
It happened, nevertheless, that he went 
to the garden, which is much frequent- 
ed by pouticians, at about 11. 

Woods has .or several years been a 
leader of the law and order forces in 
Weliston. He has opposed violations of 
the Sunday closing law by salooha and 
clubs, and has urged that Wellston be 
kept free from such resorts as had giv- 
en a bad name to other places in the 
county.

The airship passed over Manheim at 
2:40 p. m. The entire population came 
out into the streets and cheered vocif- 
erously.

At 3:30 p. m. the ship was sighted at 
Mayenz, where it turned southeast to- 
ward Metz.

NGINE 
SENSELESS BUT 
~ BOAT WON ACE 


Flucky Helmsman Kept Motor 
Boat Going at Thirty-Mile 
Clip to Finish. 








By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 4—With her en- 
gineer, Albert Rappeth, lying in the bot- 
tom of the boat unconscious from the 
fumes of gasoline and her helmsman, 
Capt. Bartley Pierce, dizzy and almost 
overcome from the same cause, the 
Dixie II, defeated the Duke of West- 
minster’s famous motarboat Wolesley- 
Siddeley and several others yesterday 
afternoon, winning the international 

metorbeat trophy. 

Even without the handicap of a help- 
less engineer the performance of the 
American boat was remarkable. That 
she was able to dash across the line 49 
seconds ahead of the Duke of West- 
minster’s entry was due largely to the 
pluck of her helmsman, Capt. Pierce. 

Faint and dizzy frem the fumes which 
had rendered Rappeth unconscious and 
expecting at any mement to keel ever 
himself, Capt. Pierce managed with one 
hand to steer the flying boat straight as 
a bullet and with the other hand threw 
water on the face of the helpless man 
in an effort to revive him. 

Raced on Triangular Course, 

The boats raced three times around a 
ten-mile triangle in Huntington’ Bay, 
Long Island Sound, and it was four 
miles from the finish on the last leg 
that Rappeth toppled over. 

As #800n as he crossed the finish line, 
and while scores of yachts were tooting 
their whistles in salute, Capt. Pierce, to 
avert another accident, had to dart 
away from the wheel, climb over the 
prostrate engineer and stop the high- 
power engines. 

Then as the Dixie began to slow down 
he signaled for help.. A docter from one 
of the yachts was put on the Dixie, bul 
it was some time before he was able to 
revive Rappeth. 

The victery of the Dixie was consid- 
ered retmnarkable for the reason that she 
has 200 horsepower and a single screw, 
whereas the Duke of Westminster's 
boat has twin screws and 400 horse- 
power. 

English Boat Disabled. 

There were five boats in the race— 
three Americans and two English. The 
other Britisher, the Daimbler II, owned 
by Lord Howard de Walden, broke her 
connecting rod after she had covered 
only six of the 30 miles and had to re- 
tire from the race. 

All three of the American boats fin- 
ished. The Dixie's tirne for the 30-knot 
course was lh. 4m. and 57s., an 
average of 27.75 knots, or 81.9 statute

e olseley-Siddeley’s time was 
bm. and 46s.

The Dixie II is owned by E. J. 
Scroeder and represented the Motor 
Boat Club of America, while the Duke 
of Westminster’s and Lord de Walden’s 
boats represented the Motor Yacht Club 
of England.

GIRL STILL MISSING 





Until She Is Found Officials 
Say Motive for Crime 
Can’t Be Fixed.

CARTHAGE, Mo., Aug. 4.—The au- 
thorities have been baffled in all at- 
tempts to find the missing 16-year-old 
girl who is wanted in connection with 
the attempt to solve the mystery of the 
murder of Dr. Lawrence E. Whitney. 
They are investigating reports that she 
is secreted at the home of a relative a 
few miles from the scene of the mur- 
der. Another report ts that she is in 
St. Joseph. 

The original theory that Dr. Whitney 
was attacked on the lonely country road 
where his body was found has been 
practically abandoned. It is now the be- 
lief of the officers that he was slain 
within a house where he had heen sum- 
moned and that he was taken in his 
own buggy to the place where he was 
found and his body carefully placed un- 
der the wheels to give the appearance 
that he was killed by falling from the 
buggy. 

Missing Articles Found. 


In support of this theory the cfficers 
point to the fact that his medicine case 
and hat were missing when the body 
was found and that several hours after 
his body was removed both case and 
hat were found lying in plain view in 


been searching for them. There was no 
dirt on the hat, indicating to the offi- 
cers that it had been carried to the 
road and that it had not fallen from Dr. 
Whitney’s head. 

Sheriff W. B. Parker and the Rev. 
Mr. O'Meara, rector of the Episcopal! 
Church of Carthage, who was a friend 
of Dr. Whitney's and who has been un- 
tiring in his efforts to trace the mur- 
derer, drove Dr. Whitney’s horse over 
the road he traveled on. the fatal night. 

The horse, given loose rein, started to 
enter a lane leading to a farm house 
indicating, the officers say, that the 
horse had been accustomed to being 
driven there. Persons living in the 
house deny that Dr. Whitney § ever 
called there professionally or socially, 
and say they did not even know Fim. 

All Depends on Girl, 

The officers are frank to admit that 
they have no conclusive’ evidence 
against any person and that unless the 
missing girl is found the motive for 
the murder will be lacking and their 
work will have been in vair,. Sheriff 
Parker said today he did not expect to 
have evidence to wuarrunt any arrests 
for at least a week. 

It is expected the officers will give 
closer attention to tho murder case 
after today, when the primary will be 
over. They are. candidates for re-elec- 
tion and are devoting much of their 
time to political affairs. 

A number of leading citizens of Car- 
thage have subscribed to a fund to be 
used in employing a detective to work 
on the mystery, in the hope of appre- 
hending the murderer.

Fer not only is baseball getting to be 
the medium of speculation, but ho ‘in- 
considerable amount is daily wagered in 
the grandstands.

DEATH STOPS USE 
OF GASOLINE AT 
RPHANS® HOME 


Methodof Cleaning BedSprings 
That Cost Girl’s Life 
Is Abolished. 





Gasoline and lighted matches no long- 
er will be used to clead bedsprings at 
the Methodist Orphans’ Home, 4385 
Maryland avenue. A Coroner’s jury has 
found that the death of Naomi Grimm, 
aged 17, was due to the employment of 
this method. It also held Miss Margaret 
Sleith, matron of the home, responsible 
for the girl’s death. 

Miss Bertha Grimm, 495 Washington 
avenue, older sister of Naomi, a nurse, 


as justified by the facts. Miss Sleith 
is now at South Haven, Mich. 


Not the First Accident, 
“My sister was burned on July 13. Th 


accident that burned her was not the 
first to occur from using gasoline and 
matches to clean bedsprings. Two days 
before that a similar explosion occurred 


Neomi was present then. 

“She and Nellie Wallace and Mabel 
Canarow were the three girls doing the 
cleaning. Nellie Wallace came near 
being burned at that time. 

“The blaze almost set her clothing on 
fire. This frightened the children and 
Nellie told Mrs. Waldron, assistant 
matron, they were afraid of the work. 
Miss Sleith, however, told them to con- 
tinue. 

Help Came Too Late. 

“The same three girls went at the 
same work two days later. Mabel light- 
ed. a match and a gust of wind blew 
the Blaze from the bedsprings against 
Naomi's dress. She ran into the hall 
from the back porch, calling for water. 
The house carpenter, Connors, wrap- 
ped a rug about her after she had run 
about the home looking for help. 

“Miss Sleith notified me and I ‘had 
her removed to a hospital. Miss Sleith 
never called to see her. She died July 
$1.°° 

Miss Grimm, who was buried Monday 
in Bellefontaine Cemetery, had been an 
inmaté of the home since she was 4 
years old. She has a sister, Ruth, aged 
15, now in the home. They are daugh- 
ters ef Francis Grimm, who was a 
bookkeeper in St. Louis prior to his 
death. 

Phoned to an Attorney, 

Miss Bertha Grimm says she has not 
yet decided whether she will take the 
matter of her sister’s death before the 
manager of the orphans’ home. She 
says after the burning of Naomi Grimm, 
Miss Sleith telephoned her attorney, R. 
M. Nichols, asking if she could be sued 
on account of the girl's misfortune. 

Miss Sleith is ill at South Haven 
from the shock of the girl's death and 
the verdict of the Corener’s jury. 
Friends say she did not want to go 
away after Miss Grimm was burned, 
but that they persuaded her te go. 
Miss Sleith has been matron of the 
home 22 years and, according te friends, 
her efficiency never before has been 
questioned.

Health Commissioner Warns 
Mothers to Have Homes 
Well Screened. 





PEST CAUSES . DEATHS 





it Should Be Fought as a Wild 
Animal Would Be, Says 
Official. 





Health -Commissioner H. Wheeter 
Bond sends this serious warning to 
mothers of infants: 

“Keep flies from reaching your babies 
and their food. Screen your houses 
carefully and catch flies that manage 
to enter. Disinfect all garbage cans 
with a dilution of carbclic acid. Files 
are the cause of most intestinal dis- 
orders that kill babies at this season 
of the year. Now is the height of the 
season of greatest danger to infants. 
It is not the heat that causes intes- 
tinal troubles in children, but the bac- 
teria that is carried onto their food 
by dirty flies that have not wiped their 
feet after crawling over heaps of dis- 
ease-laden filth. Guard your children 
from flies as you would from a dan- 
gerous wild animal.”’ 

The fly that doesn’t wipe its feet is 


one of the most dangerous elements of }: 


summer life in this country during the 

summer season, both to children and 

adults, but particularly to the former. 

The fly is naturally a dirty creature, 

and lives, thrives and moves in dirt. 

It can breed only in dirty places. 
File, Carry Contagion. 

If a fly is permitted to walk over a 
plate of gelatine, and the plate then 
placed in an incubator, within 48 hours 
there will be a clearly recorded track 
of the footprints of the fly filled with 
bacilli sown by its feet. Flies caught in 
a house infected by typhoid fever have 
been examined under the microscope 
and their. feet, stomachs and specks 
found to be swarming with bacilli. A 
single fly speck may contain thousands 
ot active typhoid bacilli. 

It is an acoepted fact that tuberculosis 
and almost every communicable disease 
is spread by flies. 

The number of bacteria on a single 
fly may range from 550 to 6,600,000. In a 
recent experiment the average of 414 
flies was about 1,250,000 bacteria each.

Flies Have Too Much Liberty. 

“The buzzing of the fly in the pantry 
is ominous. If a steamboat should land 
at the levee with a case of yellow 
fever on board the town would be ter- 
rified, and the inhabitants flee, while 
the authorities would surround the boat 
with every precuution to keep the fever 
there,”’ said Assistant Health Commis- 
sioner Winn. ‘‘But we let the flies bear- 
ing death on their dirty feet the great- 
est liberty and permit them to enter 
our houses as if they were not the 
greatest summer enemies the human 
race has. The time is coming when 
the housefly will be fought as it ought 
to be. 

“The time to kill the fly is In the 
spring. It breeds in refuse piles, and 
such should be either abolished from 
the city or those who keep them on 
their premises made to kill the fillies. 
This can be done by sprinkling the 
heaps with a mixture of sulphuric acid 
and water, a pound of acid to a barrel 
of water. The heap should be sprin- 
kled with this several times a day dur- 
ing the breeding season. This is the 
only way to keep them from ‘breeding. 
Garbage cans, vaults, sinks and sewer 
openings should be washed with car- 
bolic acid. 

Cause Deaths by Thousands. 

‘Right ‘now is the season of. greatest 
danger from flies. From July 20 to Aug. 
13 flies are amore common than at any 
other time and it is then that deaths 
from intestinal troubles are most com- 
mon. 

“From carefully compiled statistics it 
has been shown that out of 29,000 deaths 
between July 20 and Aug. 13, more than 
24,000 were the result of intestinal dis- 
eases, most of them traceable directly 
to the presence of flies. 

“Mothers, guard your children from 
the flies that crawl over their faces 
and in their milk, leaving behind them 
the germs of death. Do not blame the 
hot. weather for the illness of your chi"). 
Place the blame where it belongs—the 
apparently innocent, but really danger- 


ous, house fly.”

DRUNKENNESS IN MAINE. 

Mr. Holman Day, who has made a survey of 
the situation in Maine, writes in Appleton’s 
Magazine that there is more drunkenness in 
that prohibition Sfate than in the other New 
England states, where there is no prohibition 
law. 

During the past year in Portland there were 
55 arrests for intoxication to the thousand of 
the population, and in Bangor 100 to the thou- 
sand. The average in all Maine cities was 26 1-2 
to the thousand. For all New England the aver- 
- age was only 181-2. 

There are all sorts of ways to get whisky. 
The sale flourishes without regulation. There 
is only peremptory prohibition, which of course 

excludes regulation, and the consequence is, ac- 
‘eording to Mr. Day, appalling. . 

But there is no prospect of a repeal of the law, 
which is a fixture. The people of the rural sec- 
tions are unwaveringly in favor of the law as it 
stands and will not even listen to any plea for 
its amendment. In some localities it is enforced 


- because it is supported by public sentiment, so 


* that the effect is a “clumsy kind of local option 
under the guise of State prohibition.” 

So, then, they have what they want in Maine, 
namely prohibition. But they have beside, what 
they do not want, the rum question, and it as- 
sumes a form more vicious in Maine than in 
other states whose ideals are not written so ob- 
Stinately in the statute. People who want 
temperance, decency and good order will hot fail 
to conclude that prohibition does not bring these 
blessings.

DISORDER IN ST. LOUIS COUNTY. 

It appears that order cannot be maintained 
and the law executed in St. Louls County with- 
out the military arm of Government, and Gov. 
Folk’s determination to use the militia for 
this purpose will be approved by the vast ma- 
jority of decent citizens. 

It sometimes becomes necessary to call out the 
State troops to suppress lawlessness and restore 
the community to a condition of peace and quiet, 
and the army and the navy of the United States 
stand behind every legislative act, executive or- 
der and judicial decree, ready to take the fleld if 
the local authorities: are not strong enough to 
cope with the disorderly elements. Force is 
the ultimate of all government. 

But when conditions become chronically cha- 
otic, as they seem to be in St. Louis County, the 
remedy of military force will not effect a cure. 
The criminals run to cover when the coming of 
the military is announced, but they come out 
of their holes when the troops depart. There Is 
a seesaw of law and lawlessness, order and dis- 
order, and the criminals have the best of the 
play. 

The only remedy that will effect a cure and 

place the county among decent, orderly commu- 
nities is to put men in places of authority who 
cannot be bribed or intimidated, ‘who will en- 
force the law without favor or fear. It is an 
insult to the people of the county to say that 
public sentiment does not support the law. No 
rural comr-unity in the world countenances ri- 
otous drunkenness, brawls, sodden yice and the 
ruin of young girls. To say that the people of 
the county will not back up the law officers in 
their attempts to execute the law, or will con- 
nive at the vicious doings which have disgraced 
the county is to say that degeneracy is at work. 
Such an hypothesis, to account for the condi- 
tions, is wickedly absurd. The whole trouble is 
due to vicious persons from the city who make 
the county the field of their activity, aided by a 
few rustic loafers and bums, and enjoying ex- 
emption from arrest and prosecution by the 
cowardice or viciousness of a few office-hold- 
ers who obtain office only through the neglect of 
the decent citizens. 
It is an easy matter to procure a return to 
decency. If the people of the county will, take 
hold of the matter energetically and keep hold 
of it until the object is accomplished it will 
not be necessary to-call in the troops. Officials 
elected by the law-abiding citizens, who com- 
pose the vast majority, responsible to the people 
and not to the criminals, will soon do the work. 
The question is not complicated. It needs noth- 
ing but the simple performance of duty by citi- 
zens and officials, and they know what the duty 
is. 
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Mr. Harriman says, “They are after the rail- 
roads.” There had been an impression that he 
was after them, himself, and pretty successful- 
ly, too.

INDEPENDENCE SOUGHT 


Size of Families Deliberately 
Restricted to Allow Parents 
Greater Liberty. 


PARIS, Aug. 4.—There has been a deal 
of talk, in and out of the country, ever 
since the first hasty publication in mid- 
June of a few official figures concern- 
ing the movement of the French popu- 
lation, They show that, during the year 
1907, deaths exceeded birthe by 19,920—a 
beginning of race suicide, if it should be 
kept up. 

In most civilized -vuntries the birth 
rate is slowly going down, but other 
races have net yet reached the French 
proportion, and it will be some years be- 
fore they will be troubled by actr 7! de- 
population. 

Now, in propertion with the popula- 
tion the numbér of marriages has been 
increasing steadily for some years. Last 
year (1907) 160 Frenchmen and women 
were married for every 10,000 inhabi- 
tants, as high as the rate of England, 
higher than Scotland, and 60 higher than 
Ireland, where, however, marriages are 
also increasing; higher, too, than for 
any other European countries except 
Hungary, Bulgaria, Servia (206, the high- 
est of all), Luxemburg and Germany, 
which ran up to 164—4 more than France 
-—in 1906, and higher than Connecticut 
and Rhode Island, but not so high as in 
many of the United States (in 1902 Mich- 
fgan had 207 newlyweds for every 10,w0 
inhabitants). ' 

Marriage Is on Increase, 

In sum, France is one of the three 
civilized countries in which the laudable 
habit of getting married is notably in- 
creasing—Ireland and New Zealand bs- 
ing the two others. Nuptiality goes 
down everywhere else, probably because 
young men and women are apprehensive 
the money will not hold out if they get 
married. In France, where most people 
have money enough to live, the money 
Apprehension seems to apply, not against 
Marriage, but ~ainst having numerous 
families. 

. In 1907 there were 29 departments, with 
50,535 more living children born in them 
than there were deaths; but even in 
these the birth rate is slowly and surely 
fecreasing. The 68 other departments— 
cities and factory towns leading—wiped 
- put this happy balance by an excess of 
70,455 deaths over births. It is this which 
sets the total balance to the bad for all 
France at 19,920 more deaths than births.. 
“In 1906 the German Empire had 0610,- 
more births than deaths for only 
one-third more population than France. 
Austria-Hungary had a simi)-+ excess 
of 466,241; England and Wales 43,800; 
Jtaly, 354,1778; and there were 69,994more 
births than deaths in Belgium with only. 
a one-sixth of France's population. 
a Power of Recovery Lost. 
“ It is no new thing for France to be’ 
flipping down hill in population; but the: 
power of recovery seems now going: 
down also. In 10 different years there 
have been fewer births than deaths 
during little more than a half century. 
‘This was the case in the cholera years 
of 184-56. Of the Franco-Prussian war 
years 1870 had 155,000 and 1871 had %6,-, 
000 more deaths than the average of 
previous years, which naturally made a 
deficit of births. , 

This was again the case in 189, which 
not only had 42,000 more deaths, but 
also 62,000 fewer births than the aver- 
age; in 1991-2, both of which were heavy 
death years; in 1895, which, for some in- 
acrutable reason, had 24,000 fewer births 
than usual, and in 1900, which had 83,- 
000 more deaths than usual, And now 
comes 1907 with 45,000 more marriages 
than 1890, but with 46,000 fewer births 
than it should have had regularly, and 
with the deaths increased by 13,693. 
Until 196 the population of France 
still had an average annual increase 
of 18 for every 10,000 inhabitants—a fig- 
ure which fell to 7 in 1906. And now in, 

there is a decrease of 6 in every 
_¥,000 inhabitants, without any cause 
particular to the year. 
There seems to be some general law 
in operation. In France every one 
gompetent to form an opinion in the 
matter believes there is an ever in- 
creasing popular tendency—a deliberate 
will of possible parents—net to have 
children, at least not enough to keep 
wp the population. The same will is at 
work in ether civilized, overcivilized 
countries; but these have still many 
years before reachiny the point where 
France is now. :

' WASHINGTON, Aug. 4—As an owner 
of improved real estate, the Federal 
Government, by reason of the Public 
Bullding bill passed at the last session 
of Congress, Cistances all competitors, 
governmental and otherwise. 

Buildings and grounds costing $185,000,- 
000 have been paid for. Structures in 
process of erection, with the sites, will 
cost $30,000,000 more. £.tes to be acquired 
and buildings to be constructed thereon, 
under the terms of the latest omnibus 
bill, call for the expenditure of sub- 
stantially $33,000,000 more. 

When everything now authorized is 
completed—that is when the sites au- 
thorized have been acquired and when 
the structures the Secretary of the 
Treasury has been directed to build are 
finished- the total investment will be 
near a quarter of a billion dollars. That 
is about two-thirds of the initial cost of 
the navy—the most expensive of the 
possessions of Uncle Sam. 

Asunual Repair Charges. 

when the building program is com- 
pleted there will be an annual charge for 
ordinary repairs of about $650,000. A 
yearly allowance will have to be made 
for renewal of elevators, boilers and 
other parts of the mechanical equipment 
amounting to $25,000, and the expense of 
renewing locks and vaults will be about 
$100,000, 

It is the boast of the supervising 
architect's office that the annual repair 
bill shows the cost of the Government 
to be smaller t-- n can be shown for any 
office building-owning corporation in the 
world. 

These figures relate only to such 
structures as are generally termed pub- 
He buildings, exclusive of those in 
Washington and structures occupied as 
army posts/ forts and naval stations. 


Nor Is any accou~*‘ taken of the struc- 


tures acquired by the treaty of Paris 
when this country took over the build- 
ings owned by the 8; anish Government. 
They do not figure in the biennial 
“pork,” officially called the Omnibus 
Public Building bill. ‘ 

At this time the Government owns 
and occupies 562 structures of thats 
kind. There are 185 under construc- 
tion and 209 authorized, 129 on sites 
to be acquired and 80 on land already 
owned. The last bill also authorized 
the acquisition of 132 sites, 14 pieces 
of land to enlarge sites already owned 
and extensions of 50 bulldings. 

It is to get work started on these 
259 new buildings and extensions that 
the supervising architect is hurrying 
to get bids. 

Money for the Country. 

The money for them will go where 
@ Government dollar seldom finds its 
way—into the hands of mechanics in 
the rural districts, for many of the 
Dulldings are to be placed in towns 
and cities of from 10,000 to 25.000.
